One of the most sensational incidents 


that ever took place in the local court 
room occurred this morning shortly 
after 11 o'clock when Ernest Turner, 
who was arrested for larceny and who 
was to be returned to the Massachu- 
setts reformatory at Concord dashed 
through.the cpurt room and down the 
rear stairway, making his escape. Sev- 
eral officers and spectators in the court 
room gave chase, but Turner made such 
fast time through Market street and 
Intn Prescott street that he outdis- 
tanced his pursuers with comparative 
ease. 
Turner was arrested during the early 


part of the week on a warrant charg- 
ing him with the larceny of three raz- 
ors, a cigar and cigaret case, a cigar 
holder and a bag. all of the value of 
about S25. the property of John S. Pe- 
ters of Hampshire street. Turner had 
been in the habit of visiting the Peters 
house and on May' S, it is alleged.' lie' 
stole the.articles. He then disappeared 
but during the early part of the week 
he returned to this city and was ar- 
rested. 


This morning when . the case 
was 


called. Deputy Downey informed the 
court that there was a warrant for 
Turner's return to Ihe reformatory and 
the local case was placed on file. 


This was the last case on the docket 


and Court Officer Philip Dwyer opened 
the prisoner's cage and started down- 
stairs with Turner. 
They had gone 


down but three or 
four 
steps when 


Turner said: "1'would 'like to speak t. 
my mother." He started hack ant! Offi- 
cer Dwyer followed him. When Turner 
opened the do.or leading Into the court 


room, he- passed 
through and 
then 


slamming the door raced 
across -the 


court room to the door leading from the 
rear entrance, down the stairs and into 
the street. 
Just about the- time, the 


people in the court room realized'that 
Turner was making his escape Turner's 
mother, who occupied a seat on the op- 
posite side of the room, shrieked loud 
ly. and everyone's attention was at 
tracted to her for the instant and in 
the meantime Turner made his get 
away. 


After 
reaching the street he ran 


through Market street, into Prescot 
and entering a. poolroom 
he 
climbe< 


through a window and disappeared. 


The police throughout the city wer 


Immediately notified of the escape anc 
ordered to search for the man and ar 
rest him on sight. 


It Is said that this is the first lira 


that a prisoner has escaped from th 
local court room.

These policemen, acting

structions of the man higher up. would 
capture a thief and then turn their 
backs for- a moment. ' Naturally the 
prisoner would start to run away, and 
then the-' officer would, shoot him. By 
this method, the town was- rid 
of 


prowling thieves.

Carran- 
za himself would have kept his prom- 
ise, but he was surrounded by adven- 
turers who, when minerals were dis- 
covered there, went down and made 
trouble. 
There was an uprising, and 


during the trouble Mr. Thompson re- 
ceived word that 11 of his friends, most 
of them protestors in the Mexican col- 
lege, were fugitives, trapped in a re- 
mote place on the coast, and unless 
they were rescued would certainly be 
executed. The only way that he could 
rescue them was to go after them him- 
self. He succeeded in getting a small 
craft which he provisioned as well as 
he could, and started" after his friends. 
When he found them the number had 
increased to 20, and two were women. 
They were all taken on board, and 
while they were on the gulf the line 
storm came up. The bailed all night, 
with their hats, the women sewing up 
the rents in the hats when they gave 
way. 
They had some brown and blue 


paint in the boat, and they succeeded 
in making an American flag, which tliey 
used as a signal of distress.

10th morning, they were seen by the 
crew of a fishing craft and were taken 
on board and fed, for their provisions 
had become exceedingly scanty.

ers of milk." 


Mr. Chapman demanded of Mr. Sulli- 


van whnt a "real farmer" was.

RETREAT OF ITALIANS HAS NOT 
, 
CAUSED PESSIMISM IN OFFI- 


CIAL CIRCLES 


• ROME, via Paris, May 26.---The re- 
treat o£ the Italians on a portion of 
the Trentino front has not caused any 
pessimism in official circles here. It 
Is pointed out that the entire line of 
battle is 400 miles lonr; ana that there 
need be no surprise that there should 
be withdrawals at some points under 
overwhelming pressure. 


The fact that the Austrians 
now 


hold a small mountainous section of 
Italian territory is considered of small 
importance when compared with the 
fifteen-fold greater territory occupied 
by the Italians in Austria. It is also 
contended that if the enemy continues 
to advance, the conditions which have 
favored him hitherto will be reversed, 
as the farther he gets from his base of 
operations the more difficult it will be 
to supply ammunition for his heavy 
artillery. 
On the other hand, the Ital- 


ians will enjoy the advantage of hav- 
ing good roads, four main railways 
and Inexhaustible reserves 
available 


at their immediate rear. 


These considerations are Independ- 


ent of the natural 
obstacles which 


malce the Austro-Italian front so dif- 
ferent from that at Verdun. An offi- 
cial statement has

issued 
ex- 


plaining that it is Impossible to limit 
the war to trench fighting in a region 
like the Trentino where large masses 
of troops can be
